A St'KIUEIN INVENTION. 


A NOVEL PRIXTING PRESS, FOtt WIIfOH THE 


INVESTORS CLAIM ASTONISHING RESULTS 


—INTERESTING EXHIBITION OF THE MA- 
CHINE. 


Since tho introduction of tho Bullock per- 


fected printing pr«ss, which is capablo of 
printing 20-oou copies of a newspaper, on 
both aides, in an hour, it has boon rec- 
ognized as the acme of speed and invention 
in that line, but now the Campbell printing 
press and manufacturing company of Ne£ 
York exhibits a press,which it is daimeil 
will print 35,000 folio uheeta, ''-laa, p»r 
hour, and deliver them 
with two folds n-ul 


counted, with tho labor of four men in Ilio 
press-room, 61- that it will deliver flat-folio 
sheets, 
2te3(J, counted in tens, »t the rato 


of 40,000 por hour, with the SMUG amount 
of labor in the press-room. 


The New York Evening Express, in u re- 


port of nu exhibition of the practical work- 
ings of the machine, has. the following: In 
general appearance the press resembles two 
upright stands or eases, connected overhead 
by n frame or bridge, tho arrangement of 
the cylinder end calling to mind that of tho 
Walter or tlio Durham press. 
Tlio other 


end carries the cutting and folding ma- 
chinery, leaving a considerable spam bo 
tween, so that every part of tho machinery 
is readily accessible from all sides, without 
any crawling under or cramping up of tho 
pressman in charge. Tho inking is done 
by an applicati»n of centrifugal power; tho 
ink escaping from the ink trough in rather 
a thick stream upon tho first roller and af- 
terwards taken.up by two or threo succes- 
sive rollers, tho last of which, revolving 
very rapidly, throws it in tho form of spray 
upon the roller which inks tho cylinder, 
there being a sot for each cylinder. The 
rollers all revolve true, 
thero being no 


spreading of the ink by rubbing or lateral 
motion. 


Nearly all tho movements of the press 


are positive. 
We only noticed one cam com- 


motion in 
tho whole 
machinery 
and 


that only revolved once to 111 revolutions 
of the cylinders. 
With this exception nil 


its motions are rotary, and we did not no- 
tice but one, or two springs, and they were 
only in some of the subsidiary parts. It is 
fdso entirely free Irom tapes and similar nir> 
noying contrivances. 


Tho press was driven up to n printing 


speed of 10,000 per hour, but with tho po"- 
per thrown off it was driven iip sucessfnlly 
to 15,000, 20,000, 25,000, 80,000 and 35,000 
revolutions per hour. 
Wo might add that 


the cylinders are so arranged ns to admit of 
uach having one typo column on each, in 
addition to tho stcrootyped plate, BO that 
the '-latest news" may bo sot in nt any tircr. 


A curious gaugo attached to the machin- 


ery for driving tho press records tho num- 
ber of revolutions nt high speed. It consists 
of a glass tube, with a graduated plato like 
a thermometer's inserted in a metal disc or 
cup, in the Bides of which aro inserted three 
small upright iron tubes with enlarged caps 
on their upper ends. The disc and tho tubes 
are geared up to tho driving shaft, and as it 
revolves the mercury, by centrifugal force, 
is drawn out from the disc and glass tubes 
into tho caps on the upper end? of tho iron 
tubes, causing a corresponding depression 
in tho glass tubes, nnd so indicating on tho 
graduated plate tho number of revolutions 
as readily as a thermometer indicates tem- 
perature.

For this dis- 
couraging fact there uuist bo n Justifying 
oauso, aud that cause can without"doubt bo 
traced to the highly seasoned literature, 
unnatural and sensational, (hat is filled with 
daring and improbable advonluro, that ci- 
alts criminals to heroes, excites dissatisfac- 
tion with everyday humdrum prosaic du- 
ties,

against needed restraint. Many of

tituo startlo the community are the direct 
rcsulls of the perversion of tho imagination 
ami of Iho whole moral nature through the 
corrupting and depraving influence of the1 


dime.novel class of books and periodicals. 
Jenso l'omi:roy,tho boy murderer of Boston, 
wiici a close reader of these pernicious publi- 
cations ; and tho hid who but n fow days 
ago in that same city, deliberately shot him- 
self after being detected in robbing his 
mother of juouoy with which lo purchase 
and provision a sail boot in which he had 
started for a long cruiso, was undoubtedly a 
reader of "beys' papers," from which, as a 
daily paper infers, ho had "breathed an nt- 
mosphoi-e of six-shoplers and pistol balls." 


Wo commend to loving but careless pa- 


rents, who do not sufficiently 
scrutinize 


tho reading which' their boys indulge nnd 
are absorbed, in the wise words of tho New 
York Evening Mail upon this point.

alarm should be sounded, and our children 
should be protected from tho seductive and 
dangerous influences to which too many of 
them aro exposed:
